THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


A large and enthusiastic meeting of 
the Board of ‘Trade was held on an 
evening early this week at w hich several 
new members were present and partici 
pated in the discussion of matters of 
importance to the city’s welfare, 

There is a marked revival in the 
interest tuken by the public in the 
prosperity of the Board and it does uot 
manifest itself in language — alone. 
Within a week a committee, of which 
Secretary EF. U1. Lewis is the head, 
have succeeded in securing nearly 50 
new members, and that too without 
extra efforts. ‘Those whose names ap- 
pear on the new list ure chiefly promi- 
nent business men and leaders in 
community, so that the quality as well 
the quantity of the additions is some- 
thing which carries with it an  assur- 
nnce of permanent success and great 
benefit to the business of the city. 

The Board is now settled on a solid 
foundation. It has survived — the 
“sweating period” and its permanence 
is a perfectly sure thing. At no time 
sinee the beginning of the third year 
of its existence hive its prospects for 
growth and utility been so fluttering as 
they are now. because at no time this 
side of that date has interest in its sue- 
cess been so lively or shared by so 
many men of high business standing 
and character as wow.

The Dog Fight. 


Tt wae a novel case which Judge Converse 
had to deal with last Monday forenoon, 

Mr. John I. Munroe appeared in Court 
in Tesponse tow sunimnene upon complaint 
of the Society for the prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, and charging him with cruelty 
to a New Foundland doy, the property of 
Albert M, Colby, of 219 Montvale Avenue, 

The trouble between the dogs of these 
gentlemen took place near Mr. Colby's 
house, Friday afternoon, March 20, 

Mr Lanham of Boston, represented the 
government, and M. 'T. Allen looked after 
Mr. Munroe’s interests. 

The first witness was Fred, the thirteen 
year old son of Mr, Colby. 

Knew Munroe, Father owns a New 
Foundland dog, and on Friday, March 20, 
Mr. Manroe was driving along in front of 
the house and had his setter dog. The New 
Foundland grabbed the other one, and there 
wasn fight. Munroe hit them with a whip 


but could not get the dogs apart. Finally 
our dow laid down, and then Munroe’s 
attacked himand got him by the leg. They 


fought again and oars got the best of the 
other. My dog started the fight. Munroe 
took out a pocket knife and stabbed my dog 
in the side, so that the entrails came out. 

Our dog let yo of the other, but not 
directly. 

Mr. Munroe then gotinto his team and 
drove off, his dog following. Mr. Munroe 
did not try to separate them—he did not 
touch his dog except to whip him. 

Dog was killed in the night. 
was nota fighting one, 

Tn cross-examination by Mr. Allen, the 
witness said the affair lasted ten or fifteen | 
minutes, Munroe told me to hold my dog. 
I tried to separate them, but Munroe did 
not make any effort except to whip them, 
The dog had no collar on 

Mixa Annie Colby, who said she would be 
ten in August, was the next witness, 

Annie is a bright child, with light golden | 
hair, and curls hanging down her back. 
These, together with a bang of the anme 
color, and bright, black eyes, made a pretty 
picture as she faced the andience 

Annie saw the trouble between the dogs. 
She said My doy ran out and commenced 
to fight. They foughtten or fifteen minutes. 
Mr. Munroe whipped the doys, and ours let 
goand laid down, Didn't see Mr. Munroe 
take hold of the doga.

Mr. Daniel A. Prentias said his attention 
was called to the acene when fluht halt 
over. Bought sevenoreightsecouds. Mr. 


Muoroe whipped hie own dow Munroe's 
dog had been bitten, but blood did not show 
on account of his hair being red 

Albert M, Colby testified to ownership 
and to the fact that he had the dog killed 
about 10 30 p.m, the sane day. | 


Agent Hathaway, of the society with the 


Jong name, testified to conversation with 
Mr. Munroe, 
Officer Kean testifial that he killed the! 


doy, but did not examine the wound. 

This closed the government's case, and 
Mr. Allen called Jolin 1. Munroe. 

Mr. Munroe testified: tHe was on his 
way to Montvale and had bis Gordan setter 
along. When he reached Mr. Colby's 
house and had got a few rod# pastit, Colby's 
dog rushed out and prabbed hie dog. 

The latter was on the left hand side of my 
carriage and on the opposite side of the 
street from the house. My dog fell when 
the other came up with him. 

I saw young Colby and told him to take 
off his dog. 

Colby’s mother, who was at the louse, 
told her son to return but the boy refused 

1 wand my whip and the boy did until my 
ho se was scared and | led him alopy the 
road away from the excitement. 

The doys held on and then T used the 
loaded end of the whip, but with no better 
results, 

I told the boy to get hold of his dog and 
I took hold of mine, and we pulled, but the 
boy was so small I could puli them all 
along. 

When I found Colby's dog would not let 
go, and as he held him by the throat, I 
could not see my dog butchered, and asa 
last resort I pulled out my pocket knife and 
struck, as I thought, at a vital point, 

The dog still clung to mine until he grew 
weak, when he relaxed the bold, and then 
my dog made for the wounded brute, and 
grabbed him by one leg. 

I broke this hold by whipping him, got 
into my carriage and drove off, and soon 
after I yot home, Thad my dog killed on 
account of the punishment he had received, 

Witness said he could not understand 
how the Colby children could testify ae they 
had that he had not taken hold of bis dog. 

IT thought the Colby dog would have died 
within a few minutes, so TL went no further 
wvin fact I thought I had not legal right to 
do so, 

The occasion was one of excitement, and 
T would not go through with such « thing 
again forany money, | never worked so 
in iny life, ' . 

‘Counsel then made arguments, and left it 
in the hands of the Court, when Justice 
Converse discharged the respondent. ~X

SAVED FROM FAMINE. 


LESSON |, SECOND QUARTER, IN- 
TERNATIONAL SERIES, APRIL 6. 


Text of the Lemon, Il Kings vil, 1-16, 
Commit Verses, 8, 9—Goldon Text, Pa, 
evil, 8 Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns.

After the Syrian army had been smitten 
with blindness at the word of Elisha he 
led them into the midst of Samaria, then 
prayed that they might see, Their eyes 
being opened, they found themselves in the 
presence of the man whom they sought, 
the king of Israel, who would have slain 
them; but at the command of Elisha he 
fed them, treated them well, and let them 
go, thus conquering them with kindness, 

‘Today’s lesson brings before us Samaria 
so besieged by the Syrians that there ts 
a terrible famine, and mothers are 80 
crazed by hunger that they eat their own 
children, and all because of their rebellion 
against God. 

1. Then Elisha said, Hear ye the word 
of the Lord.” 

The king of Israel professed to be so filled 
with horror at the doings of the people that 
he swore to kill Elisha, and proceeded 
forthwith to put his threat in execution, 

2. “Behold, if the Lord would make win- 
dows in heaven might this thing be,’”’ 

Thus spake a companion of the king of 
Israel, in reply to the word of the Lord by 
Elisha, that to-morrow there would be 
food in abundance; and thus speaks many 
a professed Christian today, in reference 
to the great promises of the Lord of Hosts, 
It is a fearful sin, but so common, to make 
light of the word of God or reject it alto- 
gether, because it seems impossible or un- 
reasonable, 

8, 4. ‘Why sit we here until we die?” 

We are now introduced to four outcasts, 
without the city because of their leprosy, 
who are ina most pitiable condition. They 
are dying slowly of disease; hunger is now 
hastening their death—there is no relief 
from the city; the Syrians can only kill 
them, and thus shorten their misery, but 
possibly may take pity on them and save 
them. It is their only hope, and their 
mindsare madeup. The condition of these 
men was sad indeed, but what about those 
in all Christendom who are on the way to 
the second death and are indifferent to it? 

5. “And they rose upin the twilight to 
go unto the camp of the Syrians, and, be 
hold, there was no man there.” 

Tremblingly and stealthily, under cover 
of the twilight, they moved toward the 
camp of the enemy, but enemy there was 
none, noone to beseen. Their fears vanish, 
their hearts leap within them; they ex- 
pected death, but they find life, food and 
riches in abundance. ‘The change in 
their circumstances is an illustration of 
the difference between an unsaved person 
seeking satisfaction from this world and a 
saved soul rejoicing in the fullness of the 
redemption and life eternal, 

6. “The Lord bad made the host of the 
Syrians to hear a noise of chariots, and a 
noise of horses, even the noise of a great 
host.” 

He did not open their eyes to see the 
hosts of the Lord as He did the eyes of 
Klisha’s servant (vi, 17), but He caused 
their ears to hear, and their hearts to im- 
agine a great host pursuing them, It was 
not a host of Hittites and Egyptians, as 
they thought, but the unseen hosts of the 
Lord, What rest there is in the soul that 
can say, “Though an host should encamp 
‘teaiost me my heart shall not fear!’ 

i. “Wherefore they arose and fled for 
their life” 

How many ways the Lord has of over- 
throwing His enemies and sending deliver- 
ance to such as He desires to bless! The Lord 
knoweth how, It is not for us either to 
make suggestions or have any anxiety, but 
just abide in Him who is our sufficiency in 
all things. 

9, “We do not well; this day is a day of 
good tidings, and we hold our peace,” 

Thus spake the lepers as they perhaps 
paused in their overwhelming joy to con- 
sider the famine stricken city so near by. 
What a word this is for all who have heard 
and received the glad tidings of salvation, 

“If we tarry till the morning light some 
mischief will come upon us,”’ 

Who can teil what the loss will be in the 
resurrection morning to all believers who 
have done nothing to spread the glad tid- 
ings, when at the judgment seat of Christ 
their iniquity has found them out (R. V., 
margin), 

10. “So they came and called unto the 
porter of the city.” 

They did not stop at good resolutions, 
but immediately put the same into elfect. 
lat all believers who are thinking of tell- 
ing or sending the ood tidings to others, at 
once do something about it and the work 
will move on. 

11. “And he called the porters; and they 
told it to the king’s house within,” 

Thus the good tidings are passed on from 
one to auother, no one thinking of himself, 
but only of the message of joy which he 
bears. 

12. **And the king arose in the night and 
said unto his servants, | will now-show you 
what the Syrians have done to us.” 

Neither does the king wait till the morn- 
ing. It is atime of sore trouble, and per- 
haps sleep had forsaken him, But he does 
not believe the good tidings; he imagines 
mischief. Had he believed the word of 
the Lord by Elisha be might now have 
said humbly and gratefully, ‘This is the 
Lord’s doing and marvelous in our eyes.” 

18, **Let us send and see.” 

This was so unlikely; how could it be 
true’ We tell people of the forgiveness 
of ull their sins and the possession of eter- 
nal life by just receiving Jesus Christ as 
their Saviour (John i, 12; v, 24; Rom. iv, 5; 
Acts xiii, 88, 80), but they will not look up 
the passages in their Bibles to see if it is 
really so. 

14. ‘The king sent after the host of the 
Syrians, saying, Go and see.” 

A willingness to investigate is so much 
better than imagining or believing an evil 
report, God asks us to search the Script 
ures, to read, to hear, to believe, to prove 
Him. 

15, ‘And they went after them unto Jor- 
dan; and the messengers returned and told 
the king.” 

Evidence all the way to Jordan is sug 
gestive of all the way to the cross, where 
the last trace of our enemy, sin, isseen; for 
there Jesus made an end of sin for all who 
accept Him, s0 that dead and risen with 
Him, sin shall not have dominion over us, 

16, “So a measure of fine flour was sold 
for a shekel, according t@the Word of the 
Lord,” 

Whether men will hear or forebear, the 
word of the Lord will stand. No matter 
how seemingly impossible, all things are 
possible with God, and nothing ts too hard 
for the Lord, 

“The Lord of hosts hath sworn, saying, 
Surely as I have thought so shall it come 
to pass; and as I have purposed so sball it 
stand’’ (Num, xxiii, 10; Isa, xiv, 24)

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IMPORTANT CARPET INVENTION, 


A Method of Printing the Migures Which 
May Revolutionize the Trade, 


A new method of printing the figures 
upon tapestry carpets is being tried by 
two or three of the large Philadelphia 
producers of that grade of 
which, if successful, will inaugurate a 
revolution in manufacturing The 
process of printing the colors upon the 
warp of tapestry carpets before the 
fabric is woven is very ingenious as 
well as interesting, but at the same 
time a somewhat slower process than 
the demand for the goods admits of, 
The method is to color one thread of 
the worsted warp ata time, placing dif- 
ferent upon it at particular 
points and in such manner as will cause 
it to form a portion of the design when 
woven into the fabric, 

This is done by winding the thread 
over what is called a drum, the cireum- 
ference of which is regulated by the 
size of the design that is to be repro 
duced, and the “printer” is guided by 
a pattern, colored as the carpet is to be. 
When all the threads that compose the 
warp or face of the carpet are colored 
they are placed side by side, each in its 
proper place, and matched together 
ready for weaving. ‘This is a slow 
process, and involves quite a number 
of different departments, 

The new method consists of printing 
the figures upon the fabrie after it is 
woven, and by means of cylinders, with 
the design of the carpet deeply en 
graved upon them, The color of the 
dlain cloth to be printed upon forms 
the ground of the design of the carpet. 
For instance, the carpet is to be of a 
drab ground with chintz figures. The 
plain fabrie will be drab and the chintz 
colors printed upon it. Hach color 
must have a separate cylinder, with the 
portion of the design calling for that 
color engraved upon it, and there must 
be as many cylinders as there are col- 
ors. ‘The cost of producing the carpet 
is regulated by the number of colors to 
be used, 

The plain fabric is stretched upon a 
platform, and the cylinders, the cir- 
cuinference of which is precisely the 
size of the design, are passed over it, 
the color being supplied by a feeder, 
The engraving of the cylinder and the 
supply of the colors are so arranged as 
to have the color'ng matters penetrate 
the worsted upon the surface of the 
carpet and no further. 

The inventor of the new process says 
it is capable of producing two miles of 
completed carpet per day. The fabric 
resembles body Brussels very closely.— 
Philadelphia Inquirer.

During the reign of Charles II. of Eng- 
land the Violin was invented; this advance 
was checked during the Protectorate when 
all the arts were niore or less neglected, 

In France, in Charlemagne’s reign, 
church music received much attention, but 
itis to the Troubadours thatthe French are 
indebted for a serious study of music. 
Phere is an air of lightness, of gaiety, of 
frivoliy, even in the musicof France--with 
one exception—the patriotic music, which is 
soul stirring and means ‘to conquer or to 
die.” 

Miss Bailey briefly spoke of the music of 
the Swiss, Slavonians, the Russians and the 
Swedes.

A bag of clipped money, in Jones vs 
August, 1720; a box containing 
articles of jewelry; a sealed en- 
velope containing a promissory note for 
£100 in favor of Jolin Spilman; a pa- 
per marked ‘George Colman, Will;” a 
debenture dated 1799; Bouverie ys.

A PUBLIC HEARING. 
Mayor Bean takes the right view of 
the case. He tells the advocates of 
a public hearing in the matter of grant- 
ing licenses to sell intoxicating liquors 


to petition the Excise Board in due 
form for the privilege of examining 


into the standing and character of the 
applicants for licenses, to introduce 
testimony, submit arguments, etc. If 


this is done there can be no doubt but 
petitioners will get all the favors they 


may ask for in regard to such investi- 
gation,{ especially if the lists are made 
up of people whose characters have 
weight in the community. 

Just such an investigation into the 
fitness of the applicants for license as 
is proposed by the friends of temper- 
ance ought to be held. ‘There is a 
difference even in rumsellers, and while 
some of this year’s applicants are fairly 
respectable men, there are others who 
are so obviously unfit that their peti- 
tions should be thrown out without 
ceremony. «The best only should be 
granted licenses (if any are to be given 
out, which we hope will not be the 
ease), and this, we have been informed 
on good authority, is Mayor Bean's 
idea and the plan which his judgment 
upproves. Hence his avowed attitude 
towards the friends and advocates for 
the investigation and the objects which 


they seek to obtain in this important 
matter of granting licenses. 
THE BARKER BILL. 


A bill to regulate the organization 
aud conduct of benefit associations, 
known as the Barker bill from the 
uame of its author, was passed by the 
Legislature last Friday. It bas pro- 


duced a fluttering among the scores of 


societies of the kind in this State which 
would seem to indicate that they have 
been hurd hit. It is reported that the 
one in Lowell closed its doors just as 
soon as it heard of the passage of this 
Dill and others in various places are 


preparing to quit business at an early 
day. ; 
The following are the principal 


features of the bill: It provides that 
every corporation, association, society 
or order organized under the laws of 
the state, which issues a certificate to, 
or makes a promise or agreement with 
its members to pay « sum of mouey at 
a fixed time or a benefit of-any kind, 
except it be in of sickness or 
death, must anuually make a statement 
of its standing to the insurance com- 
missioner. ‘The latter official has the 
option of continuing or dissolving the 
corporation. ‘The otticers of the corpor- 
ation are made liable to indictment if 
the provisions of the act are violated. 
No person is allowed to act as agent 
for suid organization unless he be pro- 
vided with a license.

JONAT SENT TO NINEVEH 


LESSON Ill, SECOND QUARTER, IN- 
TERNATIONAL SERIES, APRIL 19. 


Text of the Lesson, Jonah 1, 1-17—-Com- 
mit Verses, 14-16—Golden Text, Jonah 
ill, 2-—Commentary by the Rev, D. M. 
Stearns. 


(Compiled from Lesson Helper Quarterly by per 
mission of H, 8. Hoffman, publisher, Philadel 
pia.) 

Having learned from previous lessons 
how both the ten tribes and the two, with 
but few exceptions, wander from God and 
worship idols, we are now for a few weeks 
to consider God's efforts to win them back 
to Himself by His servanta the prophets. 
And we begin with the first Hebrew 
prophet or missionary ever sent to the Gen- 
tiles, 

“Now the Word of the Lord came 
unto Jonah the son of Amittai, saying.” 

He prophesied about 800 years before 
Christ, and is one of the earliest, perhaps 
the very first, of the so called prophets 
whose writings exist 

2. ‘Arise, go to Nineveh, that great city, 
and cry against it; for their wickedness is 
come up before me.’ 

Nineveh was on the Tigris, nearly 400

The Woburn Journal 
CAPTURED BY INDIANS. 


On the 16th day of June, 1867, a 
small body of Indians appeared to the | 
west of Fort Wallace, aud from their} 
mancuvring seemed to be spying out | 


the chances of cutting out the stage 
station, half a mile irom the fort. 


The station was guarded by four or 
five men at the time and the corral held | 
about thirty-five horses. I had just 
come in that morning from a long scout, 
and was asleep when the Indians were 
first seen. As soon as routed out I} 
took two men with me and rode down | 
to the station. We picked up a fourth | 
man there and headed direct for the} 
redskins, who were then a mile away, 
We were not a quarter of a mile from 
the station when I became suspicious | 
that it was a plot to draw us away. 
We brought our horses down to a walk, 


and after getting half a mile from the 
station we turned to the left as if to 
circle back. At that moment 800} 


Cheyenne warriors, led by old Roman | 
Nose, burst out of the dry ravines 
where they had been lying concealed | 
for two hours and made straight for the 
station. 


The plan would have done credit to 
abrigadier. About 200 warriors threw 
themselves between the station and the 
fort, so as to be ready for any moye on 
the part of the soldiers. ‘Thirty at- 
tacked the adobe huts constituting the 
station. About fifty made for the en- 
close where the horses were kept, aud 
the others rode to cut us four off the 
fort. Only one part of the plan mis- 
jcarried. ‘Lhe men at the station made 
such a fight that the Indians could not 
break in on them, “They killed three 
warriors and wounded seven, while 
they suffered no loss themselves. ‘They 
got the horses, partly destroyed three 
stages, and kept the soldiers off, and 
the four of us seeing that escape to the

hopes to outran our pursuers,  Un- 
fortunately for me, 1 was mounted on 


my own horse, who had done sixty-five 
miles, the day before and was jaded. 
For three miles he showed a good leg, 
but then he began to weaken, We 
were then on level ground, and I held 
him up with voice and spur for another 
mile, or until we had gained a spot 
covered with outcropping rock, 

Those who wrote of this incident at 
the time held the three men up to cou- 


tempt for deserting me, I did not 
blame them at all. ‘They were only 
employes of the stage company. None 


of them had ever been at close quarters 
with Indians before, and it would have 
been strange if they had not been rat- 
tled, ‘They were ahead of me as my 
horse went down, and I do not believe 
they missed me. Voor fellows! Had 


the four of us been there in the natural 
rifle pit among the rocks we could have 
redskins off in a handsome 
As it was I was captured, 
and they were shot down one by one as 
they continued their flight. 

Only thirty-five Indians took up the 
pursuit. W ‘hen my horse fell with me 
fifteen of the warriors remained behind 
to effect my capture. TI rolled into a 
natural hollow, pulled saddle aud blan- 
ket off my horse, and then as he strug- 


stood the 


gled up I drove him limping away. It 
was an unfortunate thing, He was 
ouly thirty feet from me when they 
shot him dead, and as he fell I saw 


that he was in line with a dry ditch up 
which the enemy could creep and shel- 
ter themselves behind the body. ‘That 
was just what they did do. ‘They 
didn’t dare charge me, although fifteen 
to one, but they secured positions from 
which they y could shoot me if I raised 
my head six inches from the earth, and 
when I realized that I was helpless I 
surrendered. ‘There was little formal- 
ity about it. Among the besiegers I 
recognized an Indian named Dark Day, 
to whom I called out that I would sur- 
render, and the fifteen walked in on 
me. 

When an Indian is in luck he is good 
Those who pursued my three 
companions were now returning with 
their scalps, horses and guns. — I had 
not hurt anybody. Roman Nose had 
defied the fort and get away with the 
station horses. ‘There was every rea- 
son for rejoicing, and as they formed a 
circle about me every face wore a smile. 
aud several of them greeted me with a 
‘howdy ?” ‘They knew me for a Gov- 
ernment scout and rider, ‘They knew 
I had killed three Cheyennes the 
Hill Fork only the week before, 
They knew that I had balked two of 
their raids on stage stations, and that 
IT had once ridden right through a camp 
of 200 of them and carried off the 
best horse Roman Nose ever had.

I had sooner dis- 
mounted than I was into the 
presence of Romun Nose. History 
has said he was one of the smartest 
chiefs any Western tribe ever had 
He was smart only as an Indian. He} 
was a liar, hypocrite, and an assassin. 
He bad the smartness of a coyote in 
avoiding a superior force, and the cun- 
ning of a serpent in approaching a for. | 
I knew he could hold a conversation in 
English, but as he did not know that I 
was aware of the fact he called up a 
half-breed to act as interpreter. I was 
pretty well up in the Cheyenne tongue, 
but Roman Nose did not know it. He 
began the conversation as follows:

A finer day for a general ‘Trade 
Opening than yesterday turned out to 
be never dawned in Woburn. It was 
never excelled anywhere or at any 
season of the year for mellowness of 
temperature, for balmy breezes, for the 
sweetness of its intermittant sunshine, 
and its occasional gentle showers.

eclat yesterday was a fair sample of | 


Woburn’s ways in challenging the 
notice of her neighbors. Whose pro- 
lifie brain suggested this **Merchauts 
Day,” or **Lhe Woburn ‘Trade Opeu- 
ing,” is more than we can say, but 
it was an offspring of the Board of 
Trade, one of its children, so to speak, 
and it proved to be something eutirely 
worthy of its parentage. Nobody else 
ever before thought of such a scheme, 
and now it will become ‘tall the rage” 
because Woburn launched it and made 
a signal success of it. 

We were saying that the city seemed 
almost buried in bunting even as early 
breakfast time, and its volume 
didn’t decrease any during the day. It 
was to be seen everywhere, and a ge.- 
tler breeze for it to gracefully wave in 
was never vouchsuafed for a celebration 
or affair of this kind, 

Soon after dinner the erowds began 
to pour into the city from outlying 
towns, hamlets and neighborhoods and 
by 2 o’clock it was ‘*as full as a tick.”

Medford, and elsewhere on the lines ol 
them, Almost everyone came dressed 
up in bis and her best bib and tucker 
and with the idea prominent in their 
minds to make a holiday of it. ‘They 
were met with great affability, cor- 
diality, big stocks and specially low 
prices, by the merchawis who were the 
authors of and chief contributors to the 
**Great Spring ‘Trade Opening.” ‘The 
stoves were decorated very handsomely ; 
their most attractive contents were 
thrust to the front; orchestras dis- 
coursed sweet music in some; and all 
of them extended warm welcomes to 
the hundreds of admiring visitors with 
which they were thronged, 

The brass bands of the city were on 
hand too with open-air concerts at 


short intervals, which didn’t detract 
any from the pleasures of the un- 
common kind of an occasion, but 


attracted big crowds to the Common 
both in the afternoon and evening.

The Gallant Sixth, 


The o'G 6th Mass. Regt. that fought itself 
through Baltimore on the 19th of April | 
1861, and had some of ite brave members 
slaughtered by the Roughs and Plug-Uylies 
of that rebel city that day, celebrated the 
80th anniversary of that memorable event 
last Saturday and a portion of the Regiment | 
(the Worcester Co.) was given a grand re- 
ception and ovation in Baltimore on Sunday 
on the very ground where the historic event 
occurred, 

It will be remembered that a part of the 
Regiment got through Baltinore unscathed, 
but that four Companies, C. I L. D., three 
of them from Lowell where a large part of 
the Regiment was recruited, were left be- 
hind and had to march through the city in 
face of the howling bloodthirsty mobs and 
gatherings of murderous rougha, As senior 
officer Captain Follansbee of Co. C, Lowell, 
ussuined command of the four Companies 
and took them through to the other side of 
the city for Washington. By his order 
many of the Plug-Uglies got their deserte 
and bit the dust that day. 

Why we make particular mention of thie 
matter is because Cuptain Follansbee, who 
died at his home in Chicago about three 
weeks ago and Consequently was not at this 
celebration, was subsequent to the close of 
the war a resident of Woburn and one of 
her most highly esteemed citizens, He wae 
a brave, big-hearted man whom everybody 
admired and respected, and when he lefi 
here to make ahome in the Weat he was 
sorely missed and regretted 

Many of our citizens still think of Capt. 
Follansbee with pleasure, and they will 
cherish his memory as long as they live,

Her 
curiosity to visit the Mammoth Cave was 
stimulated by the many inquiries concern- 
ing itshe received while traveling abroad, 
from Europeans who evince as much interest 
in this cave, in Plymouth Rock, and in 
Niagara, as we do in the Alps.

In this Cave a young man was lost, who 
was discovered after three days so exliausted 
bodily and disturbed mentally that he passed | 
rest of his life in an asylum for the} 
insane, ‘There is little danger now of being 
lost for strict preeaution ia taken to prevent| 
accidents, In summer and in winter the!

is drawn over the inside entrance, In 
form, the cave resembles a large winding 
river that is constantly being fed by tribu 
taries which in turn are fed by creeks and 
brooks of varying lengths,

The Other Side. 


Epiror Wosurn Journar:—It would 
appear to be the misfortune of Mayor Bean 
and the Aldermen who haye thus far sup 
ported him that the local papers have been 
arrayed against them, ‘The Journat has, 
however, displayed a disposition to deal 
fairly with the Mayor and I write this letter 
because I feel that the public should be told 
some things which may not be generally 
known. The Mayor has done well not to 
notice the attacks which have been made 
upon him, the motives for which can be 
easily discerned. ‘Phe citizens did their 
own thinking before the last election and 
muy be expected to do so now. 

Now with regard to the matter of licenses, 
There were some 80 or more applicants for 
licenses. Of these 30, three were known to 
finve supported Mayor Bean Jast Fall and 
27 more or less opposed him. The public 
hus been asked to watch and see whether 
these three get licenses. Would it not be 
ue pertinent and appropriate to ask them to 
see how many of the 27 are among the 
fortunate ones? If it were true that the 
Mayor proposed that those three should be 
licensed, would it be a more serious offence 
than that certain Aldermen were determined 
that the right to sell liquor should be given 
only to those selected from the 27? 

It has been stated that in order that J. F. 
Scally might yet a license the Mayor would 
sign 12 licenses to parties selected by the 
four Aldermen who have opposed him 
Has not his course demonstrated the falsity 
of the claim? [tis well known that he has 
constantly asserted that his action as to the 
figenses would not be controlled by the 
action of the Aldermen as to Scally. It is 
known that the Mayor has repeatedly stated 
both in public and private that he had no 
man for whom he should ask or demand a 
license, but that he did object to certain 
parties being licensed. It is known that the 
Mayor tried to bring about a satisfactory 
compromise between the two parties in the 
Board but such effort was futile. It is 
known that he signed such licenses as he 
proposed to sign before action was taken as 
to licensing Scally, and that if he would 
now sign the licenses which he retused to 
sign, Scally would get his license at once. 

The facts which have leaked out about 
the first executive session of the Aldermen, 
when 11 licenses were granted, indicate 
rather high handed dealing. Under the 
watchful eye of the leader of the majority 
31 licenses were granted, instead of 15; 
these 11 were voted on one ballot; the four 
Aldermen each voted for the same list, they 
refused to grint the other two by a vole of 
4to3 and gave no reasons A 15 minute 
and then a 10 minute recess for coneulta- 
tion was asked for by the minority and each 
request refused, 4 to 38. No discussion was 
allowed. ‘Themajority wanted none. The 
thing they were to do was mapped out for 
them and it was no use to consider the 
aningrity. 

After this meeting rumor says the Mayor 
was beset by requests to sign all licenses 
aud requests and advice to sign none He 
kept his own counsel He signed none till 
the evening when the price of licenses was 
to be finally settled. ‘To sign before would 
have done no good. ‘Then he signed nine 
of the Il granted, He was ready to give 


reasons for not signing the other two. He 
wave them and stood firm upon them. I 
believe, Mr. Editor, that fair minded men 


will approve those reasons and commend the 
Mayor for taking the stand he did and not 
yield to threats or bluff! He refused to 
alum MeGovern's license because his place 
whieh he had built under a promise from 
#ome ane thathe should be licensed was 
mearer the parochial school than it could by 

duw be to @ public school, Those in charge 

of the parochial school objected to the 

ficense and the Mayor took the ground that 

a private and «a public school should be 

treated alike. He is reported to have re- 

fused to sign a license for Rafferty & Martin 

at Montvale because Martin is foreman of}

therefrom, and because he believes all the 
licenses should be at the centre where they 
can be under close police guard, Are these 
pot valid reasons? 


Now the disappointed applicants propose, 
it is said, to apply to the Supreme Court 
under che inspiring leadership of the Ex- 
City Solicltor to compel the Mayor to sign 
common victuallers’ licenses and thus force 
him to sign the first-class liquor licenses. 
Whatever may be the outcome of this pro- 
ceeding it seems to me that Mayor Bean is 
deserving of credit for the stand he has 
taken in the matter, He has been egre- 
giously misrepresented in this and other 
duatters, but he hus conducted himself with 
Aignity; has displayed ability to handle the 
important question of the city’s finances in 
& compet@nt way, winning the approval of 
many who did not support him when he was 
elected; and has endeavored to do his duty 
asa public offivial, He tas been handi- 
capped and it looks as though a determined 
effort had been made to discredit him and 
fie acts, but in spite of thisthe writer be- 
lieves, as do others who know all the cir- 
cumstances, thatthe Mayor has fully juati- 
fled the confidence reposed in him by the 
citizens last Fall when they rebuked the 
same elements in our local politics which 
are now opposing bin, Fain Pray.

Found the “Satisfactory Solution.” 


Woburn is threatened with serious inter- 
ruption, if not total loss, of her tanning and 
currying industries in consequence of an 
order issued by the Supreme Court to re- 
strain Stephen Dow & Co. from discharging 
the sewage of their tannery into Horn Pond, 
bccause by so doing Mystic Pond, from 
which Boston receives a part of her water 
supply is thereby polluted. 

The injunction is causing much alarm for 
the future prosperity of the city, as the 
works are entirely closed in consequence, 
and should the injunction be made perpetual 
that firm will look for a location in another 
town. ‘The Woburn JourNAL, in an edito- 
rial last Friday, called on the Board of 
Trade to take some active measures to as- 
sist the Dow firm in resisting the petition to 
make the injunction perpetual. 

Woburn has comparatively recently 
adopted a city form of governmen,t having 
for quite a number of years past made 
rapid strides in growth of population by 
reason of her large tanning and currying 
industries, and not many years ago she was 
conterred the further boon of being made a 
main line station of the Boston & Lowell 
railroad, and to crush her main stay a single 
blow, as the order is likely to do, would be 
& sesious detriment to her future prospects. 
Although naturally well fitted tor a residen- 
tinl suburb, she is so far from Boston, and 
s0 many attractive towns intervene, that 
many years may elupse before the overtlow- 
ing tide of population reaches her border. 
Boston must of course have pure water, 
but itis to be hoped that Woburn may find 
some satisfactory solution of the difficulty 
and retain her hitherto growing and pros- 
perous industry—/eabody Press. 

Huppily all trouble between the Boston 
authorities and Stephen Dow & Co., of this 
city has been brought to a permanent close 
and leather making will be speedily resumed 
at the old Dow tannery. Last Friday after- 
noon Boston's application for an injunction 
ayainst the Dows was dismissed and those 
gentlemen were placed itn statue quo 
ante bellum by the court with an additional 
entry on the docket of ‘no further action 
for the same cause,” providing always the 
proprietors of the tannery use due care and 
diligence to prevent the pollution of the 
waters of Horn, Wedge, Mystic, and other 
Ponds, which of course they will do. 

Thus the trouble is settled not only be- 
tween Boston and the Dows but other cases 
will be regulated and adjusted on the same 
basis and our great industry will have no 
more headflows of aserious character from 
Boston to contend with. ‘The come-out of 
this suit will prove to be a good thing for 
Woburn and insures her future prosperity. 
What effect the Journav’s position had on 
the dismissal of proceedings against 
Stephen Dow & Co. we are not able to say; 
but that its influence was feltis fair to con- 
clude. 

As to Woburn’s future growth the Press 
is respectfully informed that that is assnred. 
There has been no period in the last 20 
years when her population was not on the 
increase, and her growth in the future is 
morally certain of being much more rapid 
than it has been in the past.

Death of Rey. Fr. Murphy. 
The above well known and popular 


Catholic priest died at his home in Hopkin- 
ton at 2 o'clock Inst Monday morning after 
an illness of 48 hours of inflammation of 
the bowels, He was pastor of St. John the 
Evangelist church in that town to take 
charge of which he went from Woburn 
six years ago after a devoted and successful 
service of 8 or 10 years. While a residant 
here he was for several years a member of 
the School Board and took a lively interest 
in the affairs 


of the town and had many 
warm friends outside of the church, Fr. 
Murphy was born in Ireland, April 25, 


1849, and came to America with his parents 
when but 16. He availed himself of all the 
means of education accessible in the land 
of his birth, and on coming here began 
attending the public schools of Lawrence. 
Later he entered Holy Cross College, 
Worcester, and, after winning scholarly 
distinction there and at the Troy (N. Y.) 
Seminary, le was ordained a priest in 1875 

After his ordination he was assigned to 
labor at Arlington, Salem, Lawrence and 
Woburn, On June 6, 1885, he was ap- 
pointed pastor of the Hopkinton parish, and 
atonce threw his whole energies into the

Dear Sir:—I beg leave to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter, addressed to me 
as City Solicitor, inquiring what is the legal 
and proper course for the Assesora to pur.

There are two courses equally legal and 
equally proper which may be pursued, and 
a third which, although perfectly legal it is 
not advisable to follow, having in view the 
ultimate collection by legal process of the 
tax so assessed in case of failure upon the 
part of the person assessed to voluntarily 
pry the same. 

This third course ts that of assessing the 
building so erected to the owner of the 
building as real estate, and the land upon 
which stands to the owner of the land, 
While the building may be legally so as- 
sussed, itis dificult to see how, in the event 
of the tax collector being obliged to sell 
such building to enforce the payment of the 
tax so assessed, the purchaser at such a tax 
sale could get any ttle to the building for 
which he would be willing to pay value. 
And as collection by tax sale is the surest 
way to enforce collection of taxes upon real 
estate and as such a method would be im- 
practical under the circumstances described, 
it seems to me that the practice of assessing 
buildings erected upon leased land to the 
owner of the buildings a part from the as- 
sussment of the land should be discontinued, 
Of the other two courses that of assessing 
the buildings and the land upon which it 
stands to the owner of the buildings is 
practical when the building is situated on a 
lotof land the boundaries of which can 
easily be determined, but this course is open 
to some objection for the reason that it 
leaves to the assessors the, at times, some- 
what difficult task of discovering who is in 
fact the owner of the building. And asthe 
only other course avoids all the objections 
which can be offered to the two already de- 
scribed, it can safely be adopted by the 
Assessors with the absolute certainty that 
the collection of taxes assessed in pursuance 
thereof is insured by a lien upon the land 
and the building for two years from the first 
of October of the year in which such taxes 
are aseessed, 

I would therefore advise that hereafter 
the assessors tax to the owner of the land 
jand the building erected on it through the 
owner of the building and the owner of the 
land be different and distinct persons. I

Obituary. = 


Inthe demise of Mr. Prrer Kenney 
Woburn has lost another of its old land- 
marks as well as one of its most highly es- 
teemed citizens. Mr. Kenney was an hon- 
est man; thoroughly, conscientiously up- 
right; a lover of justice and fair play; and 
for these characteristics the community held 
him in high regard, 

There was hardly a day in his 40 years 
residence in Woburn that he was not seen 
on the streets pleasanily mingling with his 
fellow citizens, enjoying intercourse with 
them, for he was of a social nature, courte- 
ous and cordialin all his relations with the 
public. Now that he has gone of the 
most familiar figures on our streets will be 
seen on them no more. 

Mr. Kenney was born in County Roscom- 


one 


mon, Ireland, June 29, 1826; came to 
America in 1849; and ts Woburn in 1851 
He has been in active business here ever 


since. Tle died on Friday evening, May 
15, and left to sineerely mourn his loss a 
wife and five children: William FB. Kenney 
of the Boston Globe, Thomas W., Peter J., 
Mary and Teresa, who have the kindest 
sympathy of this community in their great 
berenvement. 

The funeral was one of the largest that 
ever took place in Woburo, some 50 hacks 
and as many private curriages comprising 
the funeral cortege that acconupanied the 
remains to Calvary cemetery. ‘he floral 
tributes were niany and beautiful. Of these 
and the funeral the Boston Globe said: 

At the head of the coflin rested a large 
floral pillow with a broken pillow in the 
foreground and at the foot a large harp of 
roses and evergreen. 

On cither side were strewn wreaths, gar 
lands and crowns alinost without number.

To go to work seriously and solemnly to | 
raise by legislative enactmenta Commission 
to kill worms is about the smallest business 
we ever heard of a great State going into, 
And yet that was what Massachusetts did 
two years ago andthe Gypsy Moth Commis- 
sion is still extant, 

Because after more than a year's experi- 
ence and practice the Commissioners were 
unable to discover the ‘difference between 
a side of sole-leather” and a Gypsy Moth, 
and by a too liberal use of paris green had 
killed a cow, several dogs and some hens in 
Medford, besides keeping the people of that 
town in deadly fear of their lives all sum- 
mer from the same cause, and the Gypay 
Moth all the time growing more numerous 
and formidable, Gov. Russell turned them 
all out of office this spring and put in an- 
other lot who have yet to demonstrate their 
ability to discharge the duties of the Com- 
inivsion more intelligently or in better 
shape than their predecessors. So far all 
they have done that thelr predecessors failed 
to do has been to send to Europe or Asia for 
a barrel of parasites which, it has been 
found out, are a dead-open-and-shut on the 
Moth. 

But we object. If the State esteems the 
Gypsy Moth of sufficient importance to re- 
quire a Commission to take care of it, it is 
only fair play that the worms to be found at 
this season on one or more trees in every 
orchard in Middlesex county should have 
one too, Sauce for the goose is snuce for 
the gander, 

Batto the point: In Medford and Malden, 
the principal scene of the Commission's 
official operations, @ furious rebellion has 
broken out againet the whole business and 
war to the knife has been declared against 
the law. One man 1s awaiting trial for try- 
ing to drive the State's servants from hie 
premises with an axe the other day, A se- 
cret organization has been formed to fight 
the Commissioners; and the Medford Se- 
lectmen are going to calla Town Meeting 
in a few days to see what can be done about 
it, And the excitement in Malden is not a 
whit less intense, 

In the meantine Winchester isin a state 
of fear and trembling lest the Commission 
Or the Moth or both should come sweeping 
slong and interrupt the peace and repose in

We now wo backward in the history to a 
period about a hundred years earliev than 
the last lesson, Joash was theseventh king 
of the two tribes, and began to reign about 
a hundred years after the death of Solo 
mon, Only seven years old when he began 
to reign, he reigned forty years (vs, 1). 

5. “And he wathered together the priests 
and the Levites.”’ 

“Go out unto the cities of Judah, and 
gather of all Israel money to repair the 
house of your God from year to year, and 
sec that ye hasten the matter,’’ 

This would have been a sort of compul- 
sory taxation for the house of God, and 
was contrary to the principle laid down in 
Ex. xxv, 2—"Of every man that giv- 
eth it willingly with his heart ye shall 
take my offering.”’ And again in Ex. xxxv, 


5, “Whosoever is of a willing heart let 
him bring it, an offering of the Lord.” 

6. “And the king ealled for Jehoiada, 
the chief, and said unto him, Why hast 


thou not required of the Levites to bring 
in out of Judah and Jerusalem the collec: 
tion?”

the Levites probably 
business better than the 
king did, It was not in their commission 
to go out collecting money, but it was 
commanded that the people should bring 
in their offerings according to their ability 
(Deut. xvi, 16, 17; Mal. iii, 10). 

7. “For thesonsof Athaliah, that wicked 
woman, had broken up the house of God.” 

This was the woman who counseled her 
ron Ahaziah (the last king) to do wickedly, 
and who, after his death, reigned six year: 
(chap. xxii, 2, 8, 12). See her miserableend 
in chap. xxiii, 15. She was the daughter 
of Ahab (xxi, 6), and when we remember 
that Jezebel was Ahab’s wife we cannot 
wonder at her conduct and that of her sons. 

“And also

they made a chest, and set it without at 
the gate of the house of the Lord.” 

There was a hole in the lid of this chest,

This is more fully stated in II Kings xii, 
4,5, and carries us buck to Ex, xxx, 11-16, 
Where all who were numbered were to give 
a half shekel as an offering unto the Lord 
to make an atonement for their souls, the 
rich not giving more and the poor not giv- 
ing less than half a shekel. 

10. “And ail the princes and all the peo 
ple rejoiced, and brought in and cast Into 
the chest until the y had made an end.” 

This pleased the Li nd, for ‘God loveth a 
cheerful giver,” and “if there be first a 


God, 


willing mind, it is accepted according to 
that a man hath, and not according to 
that he hath not (11 Cor, ix, 7; viii, 12).

1. “Hezekiah began to reign when he 
was fiveand-twenty years old, and he 
reigned nine-and-twenty years in Jeru- 
salem.’ 

Having in the last lesson stepped back 
about 100 years to consider the revival in 
the days of Joash, we now return to about 
the time of the lesson of two weeks ago, 
for it was in the beginning of the reign of 
Hezekiah that the ten tribes were carried 
into captivity (IL Kings, xvili, 10), He was 
the last but one of the good kings of Ju- 
dah, His father Ahow was a wicked king, 
and his son Manasseh was the worst of 
all (xxviii, 19, 22; xx xii, 9,10), 

“And his mother's name was Abijah, the 
daughter of Zechariah.” 

2. “And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all that 
David, his father, had done,”’ 

8. “He, in the first year of his reign, in 
the first month, opened the doors of the 
house of the Lord, and repaired them,” 

What a grand beginning he makes, and 
how promptly! He does not allow a month 
to pass after he becomes king without at- 
tending to the house of the Lord, Ahaz, 
his father, had destroyed the vessels, shut 
up the doors, and made altars in every cor- 
ner of Jerusalem (xxviii, 24), Hezekiah 
now seeks to undo his father’s sin, and he 
joses no time about it, 

4. “And he brought in the priests and 
the Levites, and gathered them together 
into the east street,”’ 

There was a time when the head of each 
family acted as the priest of the household, 
offering sacrifice unto the Lord (Job i, 5 
Gen. viii, 20; xii, 7,8). But since the build- 
ing of the tabernacle at Sinai the house of 
Aaron and the tribe of Levi were set apart 
to stand between the people and God and 
to offer sacrifice. 

5. “And said unto them, Hear me, ye 
Levites; sanctify now yourselves, and 
sanctify the house of the Lord God of your 
fathers, and carry forth the filthiness out 
of the holy place,” 

It took them sixteen days 
the temple on this occasion (vs, 15-17), 
but it takes much longer than that to 
cleanse some believers from the filthiness 
of flesh and spirit which clings so closely, 

6, “Bor our fathers have trespassed, and 
done eyil in the eyes of the Lord our God, 
and have forsaken him, and have turned 
away their faces fiom the habitation of 
the Lord, and turned their backs,”’ 

So, also, suid Jeremiah a little later in 
their history (Jer, ii, 18, 17), and so ssid 
Moses ere the nation was yet forty years 
old (Deut, ix, 8, 24), Their history might 
be called a continued forsaking of the Lord 
who redeemed them, 

7. “Also they have shut up the doors of 
the porch, and put out the lamps, and 
have not burned incense, nor offered burnt 
offerings in the holy place, unto the God 
of Israel.” 

8 “Wherefore the wrath of the Lord was 
upon Judah and Jerusalem, and he hath 
delivered them to trouble, to astonish- 
ment, and to hissing, as ye see with your 
eyes,” 

In Ley. xxvi and Deut. xxviii it was 
clearly foretold that the wrath of the Lord 
would thus come upon them if they were 
disobedient, and added, “I call 
heaven and earth to record this day against 
you, that I have set before you life and 
death, blessing and cursing; therefore 
choose life that both thou and thy seed may 
live (Dent, xxx, 19), As God by His ser- 
vant foretold so it came to pass, 

9, “Por, lo, our fathers have fallen by 
the sword; and our sons and our daughters 
and our wives are in captivity for this.” 

One hundred and twenty thousand fell 
in one day, and 200,000 women, sons and 
daughters were ed captive because 
they had forsake the Lord God of their 
fathers (chap. xxviii, 6,8). This also had 
been plainly foretold (Deut, xxviii, 25, 32), 
and so it came to pass, Think for a moment 
at the more than 100,000 who in heathen- 
dom are dying every day, without a knowl 
edge of God, besides all in Christendom 
who have heard, but do not believe, 

10. ‘Now it is in mine heart to make a 
eovenant with the Lord God of Israel that 
his fierce wrath may turn away from us.” 

So did Asa, and at a later period Nehe- 
miah (chap, xv, 12; Neh. x, 20), and each 
obtained blessing from the Lord, See the 
encouragement to act thus in If Chron. vii, 
14. David found comfort in the unchange- 
ableness and fullness of God's covenant 
with him, and God's faithfulness should 
ever be our resting place (II Sam. xxiii, 5; 
Ps, Ixxxix, 1, 2; 1 Cor. 1, 9; x, 13). Yet let 
us do as Hezekiah did, and enter intoa 
covenant with the Lord to present our 
bodies a living sucrifice, with all we are 
and have, that, like the lud’s loaves in the 
hands of Jesus, we may be blessed, broken, 
multiplied and made to feed hungry souls 
with the bread of life, that so the Gospel 
may be preached in all the world for a wit- 
ness, the body of Christ bastened to com- 
pletion and the kingdom come, Let us 
covenant to be wholly His for His service, 

11. *‘My sons, be not now negligent,’’ 

Cursed be he that doeth the work of the 
Lord negligently (Jer, xlviii, 10, margin). 
Whatever we do in His service should be 
done most thoroughly as unto Him, and if 
we live as in His sight how can we be 
negligent or deceitful? 

“For the Lord hath chosen you to stand 
before him," 

Not before men, to please them or rely on 
them, but before God, in humble and whole 
hearted reliance upon Him. He said to 
Abram: “lum God Alinighty. Walk thou 
before me and be thou perfect” (upright or 
sincere), Gen, xvii, 1, and margin, Elijah 
in great fearlessness said to Ahab, ‘The 
Lord God of Israel liveth, before whom I 
stand.”” And Gabriel said to Zacharias, 
“Tam Gabriel, that stand in the presence 
of God” (I Kings xvii, 1; "ukei, 19), Thus 
consciously to stand before God is the great 
secret of strenuth for fearless service. 

‘To serve him, and that ye should min- 
ister unto him.” 

While serving people and ministering 
unto them, in 4 sense, yet We are as priests 
of God ministering unto Him, for what 
ever is done uuto the least of His, He 
counts as done to Himself (Matt, xxv, 40) 
But our motive must always be to ple: Ase 
Him, and not those little ones to whom we 
minister, except in so far as pleasing them, 
we please Hin first. If, on the other hand, 
we live to please people, we cannot be 
servants of Christ (Gal. i, 10; Rom, xv, 3; 
Jobn viil, 20) 

“And burn jacense,’ 

The ense being, 48 wesaid in verse 7, asym- 
bol of prayer, we are here reminded of such 
words as these, Pray without ceasing; 
praying aly ays with all prayer and sup 
plication in the spirit, and watehing there 
unto;” “in everything, by prayer and sup 
plication with thanksydiving, let your re 
quests be made known unto God” (I Thess, 
y, 17; Eph. vi, 18; Phil. iv, 6).

But the 
paths of the higher education are being 
opened to women and the prejudices 
against her work outside the home cir- 
cle are lessening rapidly. ‘Lhe teach- 
ings of the New Testament are being 
glorified. 

In England, the women now pursu- 
ing University studies are numbered by 
the hundreds. Since 1869 one college 
after another has admitted them to share 
the privileges offered to men. The be- 
ginuing of this good work was made 
by Cambridge University, others 
quickly followed, first Girton College 
with its standard of examinations the 
same as that for the IB. A. of Cam- 
bridge : then followed Newman College. 

In 1878 London University opened 
all its grades to women ; and numerous 
colleges for their exclusive use have 
been established throughout the king- 
dom. 


The Universities of Zurich, Geneva, 


Berne aud others in Switzerland have 
all since 1867 admitted women. 
Italy’s Universities followed the 


yood example in 1876. 

Scandinavia with its three kingdoms 
of Sweden, Denmark, and Norway. 
respectively in 1870, 1875 and 1880, 
took the first steps in the same reform 
movement.

The Dutch universities are all open 
to women; the first lady student of 
Holland was enrolled in the University 
of Amsterdam in 1880.

American women are nearing com- 
plete victory in this battle, and what 
is being done for their sisters over the 
seu is of deep interest, Miss Lange's 
book, in its prefutory statements, shows 
how American women can look back 
and bid good cheer to other struggling 
aspirants. 

Two hundred and seventeen out of 
a total of three hundred and fifty- 
seven colleges of liberal arts in the 
United States have opened their doors 


to women, as have also twenty out 
of a total of thirty-two independent 
colleges endowed with the national 


lnud-grant, making at the present time 
the number of co-educational colleges 
two hundred thirty-seven. 

There are nine colleges and uni- 
versities exclusively for women. 

Iu 1887-8 twenty-nine per cent of 
the whole number of students in 
universities and colleges, and filly-two 
per centof those attending high schools 
were women,

Sergeant Ambler, 


Finding himself once more on his feet, 
although not fully restored to his former 
robust physical condition, Sergeant Isaac 
W. Ambler will soon be seen again on the 
rostrum talking about the soldier, and in 
praise of the soldier from among the people, 
for the *Old Sergeant” was one of them and 
isatrue friend of the commonclasses. Years 
back he was a famous temperance lecturer 
and champion; a Preacher of the Gospel; 
a City Missionary; anda friend and advocate 
of good morals and pure living all along | 
the line. 

The Old Sergeant” is a unique character. | 
When the first shot was fired at Sumpter he 
was City Missionary at Biddeford, Maine, 
giving his time, talents and energies to 
making men better and happier. When the 
echo of that shot was heard he dropped | 
everything else and made his way to the 
front. He threw his whole soul into the | 
great, grand work of squelching the Re- 
bellion, and the duties he was set to dis- | 
charge were those of an Instructor in 
Military Tactics for the officers and men of 
the Union Army. In this capacity he taught 
over 50,000 people, a great many of them 
the highest officers in the army—from Major | 
Generals down to Corporals--and to his 
skill and intelligent tuition was duein a 
great measure the rapidity with which our | 
officers and men mastered a knowledge of 
the Manual of Tactics. He had gained this 
knowledge while serving as Bergeant and 
Drill-master in the English Army. 

Sergeant Ambler went to the front—went 
to this Regiment and to that Regiment, to 
this Company and to that Company, hither 
and yon, wherever most needed—to teach 
officers and men how to become soldiers— 
to instruct them in the use of the sword and 
the musket; how to ride; how to march—to | 
make them proficients in military knowl- 
edge. He went wherever ordered to go; 
took up and discharged every duty entrusted 
to him; served faithfully at the front; and | 
shirked no hardship, toil or deprivation. 
He was one of the '*Boys in Blue,” and an 
honest and faithful one he was foo. 

But unfortunately for the “Old Sergeant” 
he was not **mustered” into Uncle Sam’s 
service. Inthe rush and go of the early 
days of the Rebellion, when he left the city 
missionary field for Southern battle-fields, 
exact legal military steps were not thought 
so much of as they have been in cases 
where the poor soldier has tried to get his 
pay or pension since the War was done. 
Everybody said Sergeant Ambler would be 
paid in full by a grateful Nation after the 
struggle was over,and the Sergeant believed 
it—or whether he did or not, it made no 
difference to him in the discharge of his 
duties to his adopted country while in her 
big fight ror existence, 

But when the Ware loud had rolled away 
and the “Old Sergeant” asked Uncle Sam 
to pay him for his services he was met with 
prompt denial; there was no money for the | 
brave soldier; the government “did not 
know him because, heedless of forma and 
ceremonies, the Sergeant had pitched into 
the fight before his name had been enrolled 
and he was too busy helping to save the 
Union afterwards to attend to it. | 

Governors of States, Union Officers from 
the highest to the lowest, Statesmen, 
Editors, Ministers, Distinguished Citizens, 
Legislators, Senators and Representatives 
in Congress, Judges, Mayors and private 
citizens, have asked Congress to pay the Old 
Soldier what Gen. McClellen, Meade, Han- 
cock, Devens, Blaine, Long, Abbott, Butler, 
and hundreds of other distinguished mili- 
tary men and civilians have said over and 
over again honestly belonged to him, but 
all to no purpose.

soldier in the land but says the Sergeant 
ought to have his pay, aud have it now 
Truly, ‘Republics are ungrateful,”

LESSON XI, SECOND “quarter, IN- 
TERNATIONAL SERIES, JUNE 14. 


Text of the Lesson, Tf Chron, rexiv, 14-28, 
Commit Verses, 14-16—Golden Text, Pa. 
oxix, 72—Commentary by the Rev. D. 
M. Stearns.

14, “Hilkiah the priest found a book of 
the law of the Lord given by Moses,”’ 

Hezekiah cleansed and repaired the tem- 
ple and restored the true worship. 

He was succeeded by his son Manasseh, 
who reigned fifty-five years, and for a part 
of his reign tried to do as much for the 
devil as his father had done for God; but 
being taken prisoner and carried to Baby- 
lon, he repented and became a changed 
man; and being restored to his throne and 
kingdom, he sought to restore the wor- 
ship of the true God. His son Amon 
reigned two years and, did evil. He was 
succeeded by Josiah, his son, in whose 
reign our lesson is found, He began to 
reign at the age of 8 years; when 16 he be- 
gan to seek God; and when 20 he began to 
cleanse the land of idols. At the age of 26 
he began to repair the house of the Lord 
(see vs. 1, 8, 8), and it was as the priest 
took the money from the receptacles in 
the temple into which the people had put 
it that this old book was found. 

15. “I have found the book of the law in 
the house of the Lord.” 

Thus said Hilkiah, the priest, to Shap- 
han, the scribe, as he gave him the book. 
It is probable that this is the book referred 
to in Deut, xxxi, 24-26, and if so it would 
be nearly 800 years old. 

16, ‘And Shaphan carried the book to 
the king.” 

As Shaphan went to report to the king 
concerning the accomplishment of the 
work he took the book with him, having 
first rend it for himself (II Kings xxii, 8). 

17. ‘They have gathered together the 
money that was found in the house of the 
Lord, and have delivered it into the hands 
of the overseers, und tothe hand of the 
workmen,” 

18, “Hilkiah the priest hath given me a 
book. And Shaphan read in it before the 
king.” 

19. “And it came to pass, when the king 
had heard the words of the law, that he 
rent his clothes.” 

By the law is the knowledge of sin (Rom. 
fii, 20), and as Josiah heard the law of the 
Lord he saw as he never had before how 
great the sins of the nation were, His 
heart trembled at the word, and therefore 
he was a blessed man (Isa. Lxvi, 2), 

20, 21. “Go, inquire of the Lord for me, 
and for them that are left in Israel and in 
Judah, concerning the words of the book 
that is found,” 

These men were appointed by the king 
to ascertain more fully concerning these 
words. Here is a priest and a king, but a 
prophet is wanted who will make plain 
the word of the Lord. 

“Great is the wrath of the Lord that is 
poured out upon us, because our fathers 
have not kept the word of the Lord to do 
after all that is written in this book.” 

There is more than enough in any of the 
last six chapters of Deuteronomy or in 
Tey. xxvi to cause Josiah to have uttered 
these words; and it was manifest to all 
that many of these curses had already act- 
ually come upon the land and upon the 
people because of their sins, 

22. “And Hilkiah and they that the king 
had appointed went to Huldah, the proph- 
etess,”’ 

This was in the eighteenth yearof Jo- 
sianh’s reign, or five years after Jeremiah 
began to prophecy (Jer, i, 2), and we won- 
der that they did not goto him. Zepha- 
niah also prophesied in Josiah’s reign 
(Zeph. i, 1), but for some reason the mes- 
sengers go to Huldah, 

23. “And she answered them, 'Chus saith 
the Lord God of Israel, tell ye the man that 
sent you to me.” 

‘hese men were only the messengers of 
King Josiah; their business was to deliver 
the king’s message correctly and carry 
back a correct answer, Happy are all mes- 
senyers who are privileged to carry a 
“Thus saith the Lord!” 

4. “Thus saith the Lord, Behold I will 
bring evil upon this place, all the curses 
that are written in the book,” 

In Jer, ii, 12; vi, 19, the Lord calls heaven 
and earth to witness against the people be- 
cause of their sins; and also in Isa, i, 2, In 
Jer. xix, 8, 15; xxxv, 17, He also repeats 
what He here says by Huldah, that He will 
surely bring evil upon them. 

25, ‘Because they have forsaken me, and 
have burned incense unto other gods.” 

Many were the entreaties by Moses and 
Joshua not to forsake God, and solemn 
the warnings as to what the result would 
be if they forsook Him (see Deut. xxxi, 
16, 17; Josh. xxiv, 20), And yet that very 
thing they did, so that the prophets and 
Psalms are full of lamentations because 
Israel forsook the God of their fathers 
(Jer. ii, 12; v, 7; ix, 18; xix, 4; xxii, 9, ete.). 

26. “And as for the king of Judah, who 
seut you to inquire of the Lord, so shall ye 
suy unto him,” 

The evil spoken of was to come upon the 
ungodly people, but the Lord knoweth 
them that are Hs (II Tim, fi, 19), and no 
evil can befall them, Ezekiel saw in a 
vision 4 man with a writer’s inkhorn, who 
was toset a mark upon the foreheads of 
those who sighed aud cried because of the 
abominations done in the land; and when 
the destroying angel went forth he was to 
begin aj the sanctuary, but not come near 
any upon whom was the mark, 

27. “Because thine heart was tender, and 
thou ddst humble thyself before God 
when thou heardst his words.” 

The Lord is nigh unto them that are of a 
broken heart. A broken and a contrite 
heart, O God, thou wilt not despise. God 
resisteth tu. prowd, but giveth grace to the 
Lumble (Ps, xxx.v, 18; lvii, 17; Jas. iv, 6). 
He observes ull woo tremble at His word, 
and is ready to show Himself strong on 
their behalf (Isa. lavi, 2; 1 Chron, xvi,9), He 
hears the prayers of such. When we take 
heed to His word, and ask in accordance 
therewith, we may be sure that He hears, 

28, ‘Behold, | will gather thee to thy 
fathers, and thou shalt be gathered to thy 
grave in peace, neither shall thine eyes see 
all the evil.” 

Josiah was not to witness the sufferings 
of his people uor the desolation of his 
land, It was God's will for him that 
he should bave a peaceful death and 
burial, while his spirit went to join the 
company of the 1edeemed who had passed 
over before him. ‘That he died in battle 
was owing to his willfulness and his 
refusing to heed the words of God through 
Necho (chap, xxxv, 22, 23), We bring much 
evil upon ourselves which God would glad- 
ly spare us if we were only obedient. Let 
tis Lumble ourselves to walk with God, and 
be in the fear of the Lord all the day long 

Proy. xxiii, 17). Let us stand with the 

‘aithful few who seek to do right in the 

sight of the Lord. And may we be able to 

way sincerely, “ihe law of Thy mouth is 
better unto me than thousands of gold and 
silver!’

The Last Gladiatorial Combat. 

Gladiatorial games were prohibited 
by an edict of the Emperor Constantine 
in A. D. 825, but from some cause, 
probably the loudly expressed disap- 
probation of the people, the edict was 
allowed to fall into disuse, and its pen- 
alties were never visited on its violators. 
During the reign of Honorius the defeat 
of the Goths in Italy was celebrated by 
games, but in the midst of the fights in 
the amphitheater of Vespasian a monk 
named Telemachus found his way into 
the arena and parted the combatants 
with a large processional cross, 

The populace swarmed over the bar- 
ricades and tore the monk to pieces, 
but the moral effect of the heroic act 
was permanent, and in A. D. 404 an 
imperial edict abolished gladiatorial 
sports in the Coliseum, and shortly 
after throughout the Roman empire. 
The fight stopped by Telemachus was 
the last in the Coliseum, and that struct- 
ure is now consecrated to the honor of 
Telemachus and the Christian martyrs 
who perished in the persecutions by 
Nero and other emperors,—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

and profane language, These carry this 
deadly influence not only in the streetea but 
also into the Public Sehool and on their 
way to and from school our children from 
decent homes are obliged to meet these eon- 
tanunating influences. For this reason, I 


lave deemed it wise to try to guard this 
Sabbath School against the sin of pro- 
fanity 

Subject. Profanity: “Thou shale not 


take the name of the Lord thy God in vain, 
for the Lord will pot hold him guiltless that 
taketh his name in vain.” Ex. xx-7, 

Our text is one of the commandments 
given with sueh solemnity by Jehovah to 
Moses on Sinai, It is a commandment 
frequently referred to in other parts of the 
Bible. tis one of universal and everlast 
ing obligations. [tis an address made to 
all mankind; its violation is an act ot 
quilt; we can do nothing that is any more 


offensive to God. This third command: 
ment forbids us to take the name of the 
Lord our Godin vain, It forbids all rash 


and unlawful vows such as relate to things 
uncertain and impracticable. But perjury is 
the capital transgression, for by it men ap- 
pealed to the heart-searching God tor the 
trath of what they testify or assert, or for 
their sincerity in what they engage to do, 
when they do not know the truth of the 
one, and are insincere in the other, This 
is one of the most provoking crimes 
imaginable, though very common among 
us. The laws of our land require every 
man who accepts an office to take a solemn 
oath that he will do his duty faithfully, 

It's a fearful thing for a man to fail to 
do his duty under such a solemn oath 
Often have the guilty been screened, and 
the innocent ruined, by these kind of men. 
It is very common to hear men calling on 
God's name to curse themselves or others 
How frequently do we hear men use 
language of the most profligate character, 
and associating the name of God with the 
oath of the most horrible discription. How 
many well meaning peraons err by referring 
to God in common conversation, and using 
such expressions as “the Lord knows,” 
without any reverence. We almost fear to 
illustrate this but it ought to be clexrly 
understood, God khows.” «By the help 
ot God.” ‘As aure as God is in Heaven.” 
“God help you.” “God bless you.” These 
are common expressions. So we see thir 
is a Common sin Among nearly all classes 
[tis one of our national vices. God's dear 
children should be very careful to keep this 
third commandment, There are but few 
sins that harden a boy’s heart more than the 
sin of swearing. Persons cannot practice 
swearing for any length of time without 
showing it in their faces. Their taces 
become hard and rough, Their eyes become 
wicked and flery in appearance, and they 
soon begin to seem to those that see and 
heat them blaspheming, like children ot 
the Evil One, This sin is generally as 
sociated with lying. Boys who swear will 
lie, and most of those who are liars are 
profane, They are working for the devil 
without pay, and so far as this world is 
concerned it is a& dead loss, and very few 
men will have a boy about their house that 
will swear, or girls either. 

Children that fall into this habit of using 
God's name in vain are despised by all good 
people, not only because it is so horrid a sin 
itkelf but because itis so mixed with other 
xingand vices. No good man wants children 
like them with him. And if any of my 
litte hearers this morning are guilty of this 
awful sin againet God, I beseech them to 
etop it at once, 

So, my dear children, when you pray you 
must be sincere, and remember that you 
are coming to God who can look into your 
hearts and eee whether you are usking for 
the things you really need, and you must 
rend the Bible with the same spirit. You 
must read the Bible as a man shut up for 
some crime in prison, Now ifthe Governor 


his liberty, you could imagine how he would 
read it, We are herein a world that is full 
of sein and danger, and God has written very 
plainly how we may escape them all at last 
So we ought to read with a great deal of 
reverence I have known some bows, and 
even men, to tell profane stories where the | 
name of the Lord is taken in vain and think | 
they are smart in doing this way.

Day before yesterday was observed as 
a holiday by people in and immediately 
surrounding Boston because it was the 
17th of June, or the 116th anniversary of 
the Battle of Bunker Hill, tor which 
that part of Boston formerly Charles- 
town had made great preparation.

The Morton Celebration at Woburn in 


1840. 


The personsare not now numerous among 
us who have vivid recollections of the year 
1840; more than half a century has elapsed 
since that date, and the event this article 
recalls has probably been forgotten by those 
now living who partook in it, until the 
“memory ot itis revived by this allusion to 
a published account which has recently been 
placed in our hands. ‘The account ia in the 
form of # newspaper article which appeared 
inthe Bay State Democrat, for February 
4, 1840 (Vol. 1, No. 89). This paper 
was published every evening at Boston, 
at No. 1 Devonshire «treet, corner of Stute 
street, and is of itself an interesting relic. 
‘The particular copy before us was once the 
property of the late Col. Leonard Thomp- 
aon, of Woburn, who was a prominent par- 
ticipantin the celebration at Woburn, which 
it commemorates, 

An editorial in the paper speaks of the 
celebration as follows: 

“Upon our first page will be found an 
account of the proceedings of the Morton 
Celebration at Woburn, ‘The democrats of 


thatthriving town, for their fidetity te the} 


democratic cause are entitled to a place in 
the front rank of the democracy of the 
State.” 

The account referred to is 
“Morton Celebration at Woburn.” ‘The 
election of Marcus Morton to the office of 
Governor of Massachuseta,” it says, ‘twas 
celebrated in grand style by the Democrats 
of Woburn and vicinity, by a supper at the 
Horn Pond Hotel, on Thursday evening, 
January 30th. Bowen Buckman, Exq., 
officiated as president, assisted by Col 
Leonard Thompson, Col. Wm. Winn, Oliver 
B. Coolidge, Esq., Doctor Augustus Plymp- 
ton, and Charles Carter, Esq., Vice Pres., 
and Messrs. M. L. Converse and John Cum- 
mings, Je., secretaries.” The supper ‘in 
Mr. McGill's best style,” was placed upon 
the tables at seven, and the guests number- 
ing about one handred and fifty repaired to 
the hall and ‘took their places at the 
board.” A blessing was asked by the Rev. 
Mr. Waldo, of Woburn, and the festivity 
proceeded. 

“When the cloth was removed,” the 
regular toasts were announced by Mr. Al- 
bert L. Richardson. They were received 
with applause and responded to by the band, 
The president also called on the Hon. 
James Russell, Isaac H. Wright, D. N. 
Swasey and L. Josselyn, gentlemen from 
out of town, who addressed the meeting, 
and read letters from Hon. Seth White- 
marsh, Hon, Leonard M. Parker, Rev. 
Luther Wright, B. F. Hallett, J. C. Stick- 
ney, Frederick Robinson, and E. Case, 
Exquires, 

“Everything during the evening went off 
admirably: The company enjoyed them- 
selves rationally, ‘They did not copy,” 
continues the article, afterthe Whig cele- 
brations [1!!] in their consumption of 
Champagne, und in riotous exultations[ !]” 
The occasion could but call forth **wariw 
feelings and enthusiastic expressions of joy” 
ata result which ut once raised the demo- 
cratic party to a high position, and placed 
in the executive chair a member of that 
party, of sound views, and wellknown and 
pronounced opinions. 

“The company separated highly pleased 
with their entertainment,” and with the de- 
termination to re-elect Gov. Morton at the 
next election. ‘The article is concluded 
with a long list of toasts, regular and yolun- 
teer, but a number were omitted by the 
paper for want of room. 


The above is an abridged version of the 
general account; but in the original the 
toasts fill the larger portion of the space. 
After fifty years the sentiment which in- 
spired them has been largely eliminated, 
and the interest simply centers on the in- 
dividuals who uttered them; particularly 
those of our own respected municipality. 

Thus Bowen Buckman, KEsq., President, 
offered a volunteer toast to the company on 
Governor Morton's message; Colonel 
Leonard Thompson, first Vice-President, 
one on Andrew Jackson; Col, Wm. Winn, 
of Burlington, one of the Vice-Presidents, 
one on the Independent Treasury; O, B 
Coolidge, Esq., another Vice-President, one 
on the Navy; Dr, A. Plympton, a Vice- 
President, one on the Hon, Wi, Parmenter, 
‘a sterling denverat;” Hon, James Russell, 
of the Senate—great-uncle of the present 
writer—one on the elective franchise; Rey. 
J.C, Waldo, of Woburn, one on Chris- 
tianity and democracy; Hon. Jolin Wade, 
on bank charters; Key, Luther Wright of 
Woburn, on His Excelleney Governor Mor- 
ton, the dread of aristocrats,” and ‘the 
unflinching enemy of selfish corporations 
and monopoiies;" the true friend of the 
people.” **May hie administration be as 
happy to himeel!, as we trust it will be use- 
ful to the people.” 

Other volunteer toasts were offered by J. 
Wade, Jr, Esq, of Lowell; Col) Win 
Winn; Dr, Augustus Plymptons Wan 
P. Thompson; Albert L Richardson, 
towstmaster; Joshua V. Pierce; C. A. Wy- 
man; Jolin Madan; Henry Blagg, Keg. ; T, 
Seeley (Bridgeport, Conn); aod John 
Leathe.

business. Better success attended the en- 
terprise than was intended, and it soon be- 
came the long and important line which it 
now is. 

The lesson of this Morton celebration of 
1840 is,—with all due respect to the com- 
pany’s adherence to their political princi- 
ples,—that people’s ideas have enlarged 
greatly since that time; that many enter- 
prises which now seem easy and even nat- 
ural to us, would have appeared impossible 
to them; and that many of the ideas which 
they ignorantly opposed then, are pro- 
nounced facts now, and improvements 
which the public would not do without.—C.

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CAPTIVITY OF JUDAH, 


LESSON XIl, SECOND QUARTER, IN- 
TERNATIONAL SERIES, JUNE 21, 


Text of the Leason, 11 Kings xxv, 1-12, 
Commit Veraos, 4-6—Golden Text, Hos 
vi, 1—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


[Compiled from Lesson Helper Quarterly by 
permission of H. 8. Hoffman, publisher, Phil- 
adelphia.] 

1, “Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, 
came, he and all his host, against Jeru- 
salem, and pitched against it.” 

As we saw in the last lesson Josiah’s 
turning to God and great revival reached 
but afew comparatively, while the nation 
as a whole continued in sin, 

“According to the Word of the Lord.” 

2, “And the city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of Zedekiah.” 

Jeremiah had at this time been a prophet 
forty years, for he began in the thirteenth 
year of Josiah, after which Josiah contin- 
ued eighteen years, and the eleventh of 
Zedekiah was twenty-two yenrs later (Jer. 
i, 2; If Kings xxii, 1; xxiii, $1, 36; xxiv, 8- 
18). The thirty-five years which elapsed 
between Josial’s great passover in the 
eighteenth year of his reign (II Chron, 
Xxxv, 19) and the destruction of the city, 
is suggestive and perhaps typical of about 
the same period which elapsed between 
the greatest of all passovers, when Christ 
our passover was sacrificed for us (I Cor. 
vy, 7) and the last destruction of Jerusalem 
by Titus, 

3. “The famine prevailed in the city, and 
there was no bread for the people of the 
Jand,”’ 

4. “And the city was broken up, and all 
the men of war fled by night; and the king 
went the way toward the plain.” 

And yet this was the city which God had 
chosen to put His name shere—the city of 
the Great King, beautiful for situation, the 
joy of the whole earth, 

5. ‘And the army of the Chaldees pur- 
sued after the king and overtook him in 
the plains of Jerichb, and all his army were 
scattered from him.” 

This also was made known to the captives 
at Babylon by the prophet Ezekiel (Ezek. 
xii, 18, f. c.). Contrast the safety of Heze- 
kiah when besieged by the great army of 
Sennacherib, and the wonderful deliverance 
God wrought for him in answer to the 
prayer of himself and Isaiah (Il Chron. 
xxxii, 20-22; Isn. xxxvii, 36). See also the 
peace and safety of Elijah when besieged by 
the Syrians (II Kings vi, 16, 17), and con- 
sider what God did for Abijah and Asa be- 
cause they relied on him (II Chron. xiii, 18; 
xiv, 11, 12). 

6. “So they took the king and brought 
him up to the king of Babylon to Riblah; 
and they gave judgment upon him.” 

At the same place, just twenty-two years 
before, the king of Egypt had put bands 
upon his brother Jehoahaz and took him 
to Egypt, where he died (II Kings xxiii). 

7. “And they slew the sons of Zedekiah 
before his eyes, and put out the eyes of 
Zedekiab, and bound him with fetters of 
brass, and carried him to Babylon.” 

Jeremiah had said, ‘Thine eyes shall be- 
hold the eyes of the king of Babylon, and 
he shall speak with thee mouth to mouth, 
and thou shalt yo to Babylon” (Jer. xxxiv, 
3). The sume spirit had said through 
Ezekiel, ‘1 will bring him to Babylon, to 
the land of the Chaldeans; yet shall he not 
see it, though he shall die there’ (Ezek. 
xii, 13). See how these somewhat difficult, 
and in a measure seemingly contradic- 
tory, prophecies were literally fulfilled, and 
all made perfectly plain in the fulfillment. 
He saw the king of Babylon; they looked 
upon each other and spoke to each other, 
He also went to Babylon, but he never saw 
Babylon, for after seeing the king of Buby- 
lon at Riblah, and after being compelled to 
Witness the death of his sons, his eyes were 
put out. How fearfully sad the conse- 
quences of unbelief! but what is all present 
physical suffering when compared with 
the endless torment of Rev, xiv, 9-11? 

8, “Nebuzur-adan, captain of the guard, 
a servant of the king of Babylon.” 

The literal ncaning of the Hebrew phrase 
here translated ‘captain of the guard” is 
“chief of the sluughtermen or execution- 
ers” (see the margin of Gen, xxxvii, 36). 

9, “And he burnt the house of the Lord, 
and the King’s house, and all the houses of 
Jerusalem, and every great man’s house 
burnt he with fire.’ 

‘The people could now truly say, O God, 
the heathen are come into thine inherit- 
ance; thy holy temple have they defiled; they 
have laid Jerusalem on heaps” (Ps. lxxix, 
i). “Our holy and our beautiful house, 
where our fathers praised Thee, is burned 
up with fire, and all our pleasant things 
are laid waste’ (Isa, Lxiv, 11). This mag- 
nilicent building, costing hundreds of mill- 
ions of dollars, and which stood less than 
thirty-four years in its original splendor 
(I Kings xiv, 25, 26), is now completely de- 
stroyed and all the city burned with fire; 
and sin did it all. 

10. ‘And all the army of the Chaldees 
that were with the captain of the guard, 
brake down the walls of Jerusalem round 
about.” 

And thus they continued until the re- 
turn of Nehemiah, many years after the 
retarn of the 50,000 under Zerubbabel (Neh. 
i, 8), and amid the greatest opposition and 
hatred was the wall rebuilt (Neh. iv, vi). 

11. *‘Now the rest of the people that were 
left in the city did Nebuzar-adan, the cap- 
tain of the guard, carry away.” 

Some were slain (vs, 18-21); at three dif- 
ferent times 4,600 were earried captive (Jer. 
lii, 28-80), while some were left in the land. 
Some were carried captive for their good, 
that He might bring them again, and build 
them and plant them in their own land, 
and give them a heart to know Him; while 
others who were disobedient were taken to 
be consumed und destroyed because of 
their sins (read Jer. xxiv) The sam: 
event or series of events may happen to 
both the righteous and the wicked; to the 
one it means blessing, to the other curs- 
ing. Thesame glad tidings of salvation 
preached to a congregation may mean life 
to some and death to others (LI Cor, il, 
15, 16). 

12. “But the captain of the guard left of 
the poor of the lund to be vine dressers und 
husbandmen.”’ 

To the poor of the people, who had noth- 
ing in the Jand, he gave vineyards and 
fields (Jer. xxxix, 10). Gedaliah was made 
governor over these, and Jeremiah chose 
to dwell with him among the pe ople that 
were left in the land (Jer, xl, 4-6). Ged- 
aah was slain by Ishmael, and he in turn 
was defeated by Johanan, who ere long 
took all the remnant 0, the peo! le, men, 
women and children and kings’ aughters 
and Jeremiah and Baruch, and went down 
to Kgypt, where probably Jeremiah died 
(Jer, xii, 2, 8, 11, 12; xilii, 4-7), 

Thus wus the land desolate ‘To fulfill 
the word of the Lord by the mouth of 
Jeremiah” (11 Chron. xxxvi, a) Mark

Prodigious as must have been the 
nuinber of organisms whose remains 
form the great chalk deposits found all 
over the world, yet these are only as a 
single grain of sand on the seashore 
when compared with the vast accumu- 
lation of fossil infusoria. In spite of 
the extreme minuteness of these invisi- 
ble forms, the stratified rocks, forming 
a large portion of the crust of the earth, 
are made up almost entirely from their 
shells and skeletons. They form great 
mountain ranges in different portions 
of the globe. 

Even the silicious rocks, called trip- 
oli, are shown by the microscope to be 
composed of the carapaces of tiny ani- 
malcule, that secreted silica from its 
solution in water in the same way that 
the carbonate of lime was secreted by 
the organisms whose remains composed 
the strata of chalk. ‘These silicious an- 
imals belonged principally to the fami- 
ly bacillaria, and their skeletons are so 
perfectly preserved that they can be 
identified and compared with the bae- 
terium of the present day.—Macon Tel- 
egraph. 


A Queer Court Decision. 

A peculiar case disposed of at Cald- 
well court was that of a man who had 
been tried by the mayor of Lenoir for 
violation of a town ordinance and had 
pleaded guilty. The mayor fined him 
more than he wanted to pay, and he 
appealed, and in the superior court the 
Jury acquitted him of the charge to 
which he had pleaded guilty in the 
mayor's court. This strikes us as some- 
thing new under the sun in the way of 
criminal procedure.—Marion (N. C.)

HOME LIBRARIES. 


Eatablished Practicability of a New Form 
of Charitable Work, 

The charity organization societies of 
aome of our large cities are gradually 
extending their work among the poor 
and passing beyond the lines of simple 
benevolence. The Baltimore society is 
co-operating with the industrial educa- 
tion association and cooking schools in 
efforts to teach the practical principles 
of soeial science and to apply them to 
every day life, and in Boston an excel 
lent work has been done by the estab 
lishinent of home libraries, 

A glance at this plan will serve to 
show at once its simplicity and the 
amount of good whieh it ean undoubt- 
edly accomplish. A bookease large 
enough to hold fifteen books and tive 
bound periodicals Js fastened to the 
wall in the living room of a poor fami- 
ly, a boy or girl of the house, thirteen 
or fourteen years old, being made li- 
brarian and held responsible for the 
care of the library. 

A elub is formed of ten of the chil- 
dren of the neighborhood, who meet 
together once a week at the house 
where the library is. At these weekly 
ineetings a visitor from the Children’s 
Aid society, which supplies the books, 
isalways present. The children then 
return the books which were given out 
at the last :uecting, and take out others 
to be read at home, When this has 
been done the visitor, who is generally 
a woman, tries to draw out the chil- 
dren’s opinions of the books and to 
quicken their interest in what has been 
read, 

She also plays giunes with them, and 
sometimes teaches sewing to any who 
may have a liking for it. ‘The books 
include fairy tales, stories of travel and 
the lighter kind of history, and 


sO 


when the children reach the age at 
which they are permitted to use the 
publie library they have learned to 


read a better class of books than they 
would choose if they had not had the 
training of the home library. 

The cost of a library complete, with 
forms for keeping the records, is only 
#25. This plan is undoubtedly an ef- 
fective means of benefitting the poor. 
At an age when their character is form- 
ing, when their ordinary pursuits and 
amusements bring them into close con- 
tact with all that is worst in the byways 
of a great city, they begin to realize 
that there is something better and 
brighter beyond their own daily rou- 
tine, and are given an opportunity of 
enjoying a legitimate and elevating 
pleasure, 

The books which they take home to 
read are read by their parents and by 
their older brothers and sisters, and the 
little librarian in whose house the library 
is placed awakens to a sense of responsi- 
bility and orderliness. The improvye- 
ment spreads to the rest of the family, 
and the home becomes brighter and 
more cheerful, 

The first of these libraries was started 
in Boston four years ago and they now 
number forty-six. The society which 
has charge of them says that ‘good 
temper, good manners and cheerful- 
ness—what we must look for in chil- 
dren—follow directly in the train of 
the work, Interest in reading the best 
books is developed, the children’s pride 
is stimulated by a sense of organization 
and proprietorship, home amusement 
and occupation become realities, the 
fainily tie is strengthened and_ indi- 
vidual character developed.”—Phila- 
delphia Record,

“LT believe it is better to give outside o1 
partial relief, wherever it is practicable, 
for my observation leads me to think 
that when once a person is admitted to 
an Almshouse whatever ambition they 
formerly held deserts them, and they 


very seldom leave the institution for}

Changes of all kinds are constantly going 


on inthe world, Mutavility is stamped on 
nearly everything mundane. Communities, 
families, individuals, change continually 
Kinds of business and those who do them 
succeed each other swiftly.

A. Flint came 1866; and Mr, Gage retired 
only a few months ago. 

Joseph W. Hammond first went into busi- 
ness here in 1851—40 years ago. The Ly- 
ceum Hall Association, of which Mr. Ham- 
mond is President and active manager, was 
incorporated in 1852 

Mr, Leonard Thompson has carried on 
the hardware trade very successfully ever 
since 1852. 

The Five Cents Savings Bank, of which 
Mr. James Dow was first Treasurer and 
Clerk, and which offices have been filled for 
several years by Mr. Edward Everett 
Thompson, was established in 1854. 

The grocer who has done « larger volume 
of business annually than any otherin Wo- 
burn and who is still the leading man in 
that line, is Mr. Alexander Ellis, corner 
Main and High streets. He began bis mer- 
cantile career liere in 1854—37 years ago, 
and his store was that now occupied by Mr. 
Hayward. 

Mr. Alvah Buckman began as a merchant 
here in 1857, and has been very successful, 
His business is boots and shoes. 

Mr, Frederick A, Hartwell has carried on 
# meat, vegetable and fruit market here 
since 1864, and comes easily into the cate- 
gory of “Old ‘Times.” 

The above named gentlemen are alive, 
smart, and doing large and lucrative busi- 
nesses to-day.

Serp’t. Ambler—That ‘*Technicality.” 


[prroR, WonuRN JOURNAL: I found 
the following in the Woburn City Press 
of last Saturday and take the liberty, 
by your leave, to correct the writer on 
a single point through the columns of 
your excellent paper, 

“It is a clear case of justice too long 
deferred, which denies to Sergt. I, W. 
Ambler the recognition at the hands of 
the Government to which he is so well 
entitled on account of services rendered 
in the Civil War. With such abundant 
woof of these services, furnished by the 


ending gener: and oflicers under 
whose eyes these services were rendered, 
and with the honorable se which 


attest his fidelity to duty, it is a shame 
that he has remained until this late day 
tnrecompensed, The technicality of a 
clerical error should not stand between 
Sergt. Ambler and the generous recog- 
nition of the Government for the preser- 
vation of which he made so many 
sacrifices, and if his case continues to 
be treated with the same neglect that 
has characterized the Goverment’s treat- 
ment of him thus far, it will bea stigma 
upon the nation’s justice and gener- 
osity.’” 

The Editor of the City Press has 
fallen into the popular error respecting 
Sergeant Ambler’s case, that is, that 
he was not legally enrolled in the U. 
S. service at the begining of the Great 
Southern Rebellion, and therefore was 
not entitled to any pay for services 
in that terrible struggle for National 
existence, The Editor of the JouRNAL, 
I noticed, fell into the same error week 
before last, and so also has nearly every 
other person who has written or said 
anything on the subject, 

Now, the truth of the matter is, 
Sergeant Ambler was duly and legally 
enrolled as a soldier of the United 
States very soon after the Rebellion 
broke out, and these are the facts that 
prove it: 

He joined the 6th Maine Regiment 
and instructed its officers and men in 
the use of military arms, having once 
been drill-master in the English Army, 
He went to the front with the 6th. On 
a certain date in the early su:.mer of 
1861, when with the Army in Virginia, 
Col. Burnham of that Regiment ac- 
Sompadiod him to the War Department 
in Washington where, in the presence 
of the Secretary of War, Sergt. Ambler’s 
name was duly enrolled as a Union 
soldier. That record is now in the 
archives of the War Office, but up to 
the present time search for it has 
proved abortive. It is to obtain money 
to prosecute that search, or to secure 
Congressional aid, that the brave old 
soldier is now trying to sell bis ‘Life.’ 

Sergt. Ambler was duly enrolled as a 


yolunteer at the War Oflice in the 
presence of the See’y of War and yet 
what it owes him = for his invaluable 
services this Nation refuses to pay. 


After his iame had been duly subseribed 
to the books he returned to the front 
with Ool, Burnham where he served 
bravely, gallantly, and with great effi- 


ciency until disabled by wounds for 
further serviee. 
This of Sergt. Ambler’s is, in’ my 


judgment, the worst case of ingratitude 
that ever a faithful soldier was made to 
suffer, A Nation that will treat its 
defenders in sueh a heartless, cruel 
manner does not deserve prosperity. 


Mind you, Sergt. Ambler was EN 
ROLLED AS A UNION sOLDIER, but 
because the record of the enrollment 
has not yet been found the War De- 


partment refuses to pay him anything 
for his valuable services as drill-master 
and fighter,
